Updated Federal List of Effective Disinfectant Products

The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC)
recommends cleaning and disinfecting frequently touched
surfaces as one way to protect against a coronavirus
infection.

The Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) maintains a list
of effective disinfectants, called List N: Disinfectants for Use
Against SARS-CoV-2. In July, EPA added 13 disinfectant
products to the list of cleaners proven effective for use
against SARS-CoV-2 on hard surfaces.

The Guidance for Cleaning and Disinfecting Public Spaces, Workplaces, Businesses,
Schools and Homes (created by the EPA and CDC), can help you make a plan for
which surfaces you'll need to disinfect and which require routine cleaning whether
to ensure the cleanliness and safety of your business and home.
